Nea ,: Double the Amount Mar- 
keted in City: Compared With ° 
~ * Same Week a Year Ago. 


The. local market for Mve,Long Island 
ducklings eentinues to grow. So far this 
year, 61,622 ducklings Have been received 
in. the New York City wholesale markets- 
as against 26,692 ducklings in the corre- 
eponding period of last year.

The Idaho Senator protests that no |, 
one more ardently than he desires to és- 
tablish an international tribunal of jus- 
tice. But.all.the others have the wrong 
idea. of it. Besidés, even if Mr.: Bona 
could get precisely the kind of interna- 
tional court that he wants, he would 
first insist upon codifying international 
law! for that court to administer... This 
might take a score or more of years}:and 
then it would be necessary to: adopt) an- 
other preliminary which is absolutely in- 
dispensable in his mind.» War must. be 
made a crime. How élse-can an. inter- 
national court punish those who wage it? 
Before we can take any really effective 
steps to prevent war, we must outlaw_it. 

Granting that the immense difficulties 
in the way of doing this were overcome, 
what then? ‘We should have to devise 
some méans to overpower and imprison 
the criminals who violated this law, as 
all other laws are violated at times, and 
thus the nations would be placed in the 
awkward position of having in éffect to 
resort to war which they had previously 
outlawed. The case was admirably put 
by Justice CLARKE in his recent article 
in Tue New York Times. He wrote: 

War cannot be. abolishéd by legislative 

or-judicial fiat: ~It canhot be eliminated 
by’ good intention or pious wishes, be- 
cause there is ‘no’ guarantee that national 
intentions will remain continuously good. 
To. make effective_a statute or decree of 
outlawry against war, there must be 
available an actual or potential power 
superior in strength to any nation or 
coalition of nations which might decide 
to ignore or defy it.

Similarly, if an in- 
ternational court. were to issue a writ or 
judgment against those who had resorted 
to war, despite its-having been formally 
outlawed, the: threat and the reality of: 
force would somewhere have to appear 
in support of the judicial finding. It is 
snot easy to see a way of escape from 
this argument by Justice CLARKE.

Lord Howe Island, over which THoMas 
J. MoMaAHON thapsodizés in Ghambefs 
‘ Journal, was. named after “ Black Dick,” 
known to fame as Admiral Earl Howe. 
He led Hawke’s fleet into the fight of 
Quibéron and overwhelmed the French 
Admiral VILLARET-JOYEUSE in the Battle 
‘of the First’ of June (1794). An élder 
brother of General Sir Wittiam Howe; 
the sailor sympathized with the Ameri- 
can colonists; and was an’ admirer ‘of 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN.” Admiral ' Howe, 
who during his career saw a great deal 
of service afloat, was described by Wat- 
POLE as “ undaunted as a rock and as 
silent.” His enemies said that he was 
“morose, hard-hearted - and infléxible,” 
but with his érews he was éasy-going. 
In a period when outbreaks on ships of 
the fleet were not uncommon, “ Black 
Dick.” never had a mutiny... There was 
not a more populat Admiral. .Curiouély, 
he néver sailed the Pacific, in which sev- 
efal islands bear his name, one in the 
Santa Cruz group, one in the Society 
group and one of the Solomons, besides 
the Lord Howe Island, ‘450 miles north- 
east of Sydiey, New Satith Wales, which 
is Mr..McMaHon’s theme... Howe, while 
a junior officer on the Severn, lost an 
opportunity to‘share ANSON’s adventure 
in the South Séas in 1740, when the 
Severn was-béaten back from Cape Horn 
“by furious gales and returned to

This particular island,..governed. by 
a-Board of Control at Sydriey, is’ said 
to bé the énly place where the kentia 
paim grows.

Even in 
these days of written books and 
printed publications his ballads are 
sung in the isolated villages of the 
Balkan mountains. So we should 
be grateful to Mr. Low for introduc- 
ing us to a delightful character in 
the dramatic incidents of whose life, 
as has been said, there is combined 
‘tragic pathos with almost ribald 
comedy in a fashion worthy of an 
Elizabethan playwright.” 

It has been said that since Serbian 
verse cannot be transposed into any 
English metrical equivalent, the best 
solution is to adopt a form that will 
be agreeable to English _ readers. 
This was the policy adopted by 
George P. Noyes and Leonard Bacon 
in their versions of Serb heroic bal- 
lads published in 1913. This is the 
policy followed by popularizers. But 
as a policy it is in error; and its 
effects are as open to criticism as 
those of 200 years ago by which a 
great Greek masterpiece was made 
into an effective English poem. This 
may be a desirable doctrine for lit- 
erary men of advanced ideas, but it 
is unsound in scholarship and im- 
proper as a representative of its 
subject. The pressure in its favor 
is very great, from every standpoint 
except that of sincere devotion tb 
the real duty of the translator. Mr. 
Low is therefore to be commended 
for his program as strongly as for 
the admirable way in which he has 
carried it out. His  line-for-line 
prose translations retain the sim- 
plicity of the texts from which he 
drew them, retain the peculiarities 
of repetition and conventional tricks 
which are a part of the original. 
Writing in prose, he is not forced to 
circumlocutions to fill out his lines, 
nor to actual exaggerations or dis- 
tortions which have appeared in 
some previous renderings. He calls 
the gigantic piebald horse of Marko 
by his proper name, the name by 
which he is known in the Balkan 
Peninsula, Sharatz, and not by any 
such silly English substitute as 
“ Dapple.”

ERE is no economic problem 

of the day which calls more 

imperatively for clear think- 

ing, thorough knowledge of 

economic history, and reliance 
on underlying principles as opposed 
to temporary expedients, than does 
the problem of the inflated and de- 
preciated currencies with which Eu- 
rope emerged from the Great War. 
What policy the issuing Governments 
should pursue toward their hugely 
inflated paper; whether they ought 
or ought not to adopt a program of 
“ deflation,’’ with a view to even- 
tual restoration of the currencies to 
their face value in gold, and, if not, 


should be adopted—these questions 
have been canvassed in economic and 
political circles ever since 1918. 

Noonecould be better qualified to dis- 
cuss the problem in the light of basic 
economic principle than the eminent 
and practical French economist, 
Yves-Guyot,* whose writings on the 
theory and history of finance have 
made him an outstanding figure in 
that field during more than half a 
century. ‘That this veteran in sound 
financial principle should have de- 
voted this latest of his books to a 
vigorous attack on the present Euro- 
pean school of “ devaluationists,’’ of 
compromisers in the matter of cur- 
rency reform, will not render it less 
interesting to American readers. 

The existing European probk 
does not differ in character from 
that which arose in previous epi- 
sodes of depreciated paper; the 
French revolutionary assignats of 
1797, for instance; the depreciated 
Bank of England note at the end of 
the Wars of Napoleon, or the de- 
preciated American paper dollar dur- 
ing and after the Civil War. But the 
scope of the currency-depreciation 
process since 1914 has created a sit- 
uation which as a whole is undoubt- 
edly more difficult than any situation 
of the kind which has ever before. 
arisen in the history of the world. 

The “ greenbacks "’ of the United 
States after the Civil War never ex- 
ceeded $450,000,000, although the 
paper dollar once sold at a discount 
of 65 per cent. from its gold value. 
The best known estimate of the 
maximum amount of outstanding 
French assignats a century and a 
quarter ago was 45,000,000,000 
francs and, until the currency print- 
ing exploits of Russia in 1918 and 
Germany in 1920, this stood as the 
highest record ever achieved in out- 
put of paper money by any single 
State. 

Since the last European war, how- 
ever, we have seen the paper circu- 
lation of Austria raised to four tril- 
lion crowns and of Germany to five 
trillion marks; each sum, after al- 
lowing for difference in the nominal 
value of crown, mark and franc, 
amounting to nearly 100 times the 
maximum of the assignats. The 
French paper currency itself reached 
39,645,000,000 francs in 1920, which 
was not so very far short of the sum 
total of 1797. Poland has put out 
paper currency in an amount more 
than twenty-five times the French 
Revolutionary figure. The wild and 
chaotic rise of prices which accom- 
panied this currency inflation is a 
familiar incident of the day. 

There have appeared to be four 


possible ways of dealing with this|‘ 


extraordinary situation. The first 
was embodied in the idea that a cur- 
rency which had sunk to such 
worthiessness in the world’s ex- 
change markets as to give no hope 
of restoring it might be repudiated 
outright. That happened with the 
French assignats and with the Revo- 
lutionary paper of our own States. 
~ Second, the currency might be partly 
cepudiated, through compelling ex- 
- tange of outstanding notes for new 
i.ues in smaller denominations. 
This expedient has been repeatedly 
tried, but never with ultimate suc- 
cess. Russia is now trying it again, 
one of the so-called ‘“‘ rubles of 
1923 '"’ being exchanged by law for a 
million ‘‘ pre-1922 rubles.’’ 

The third recourse in the minds 
of economists and statesmen has 
been gradual reduction of the out- 
standing paper and, in time, accu- 
mulation of a reserve of gold against 
it which should suffice for eventual 
resumption of gold payments at. par

The result of this training is to con- 
vert students to the use of’ Japanese 
products. Eventually it will afford 

an outlet for the overflow from the 
Japanese aircraft factories—her re- 
serve industry. 

Approximately $16,000,000 has 
been set asitie by Tokio for military 
aviation this year alone: The same 
amount has been appropriated for 
naval aviation; $300,000 has been 
turned over to the Department of 
Education for propaganda purposes 
and aeronautical courses in the 
schools. Courses are given in the | 
colleges. and are under the direction 
of the Aviation Council in the Uni- 
versity of Tokio. ‘It is interesting 
to note that less than half that 
amount will be spent on civilian 
aviation’ in: the United States this 
year. 3 
Since last September Japan's civil 
and commercial aeronautics have 
been under the jurisdiction ‘of the 
Department of Communications. The 
war and navy units. are operating 
independently. Twenty-five new 





year on the principal islands. Be- 
tween these fields and those already 
established al aviators in the Gov-. 
ernment. service are scheduled to 
make long cross-country flights. 
Each week whole units will fly over 
the empire both for training and to 
accustom the people to aerial travel. 

The Government program calls for 
100 to 150 new pilots each year—ap- 
proximately the same number turned 
out in this ‘country, though. there 
would be more if our air chiefs had 
their way in the matter and were 
not limited by a cut-throat army bill. 
While our pilots are being forced out 
of the service because of: slow pro- 
motions, many. demotions and with 
no hope for a future, Japan’s pilots 
are maintained with full service priv- ' 
ileges and more. . In fact, instead of 

new applicants, she is 
making possibile more rapid advance- 
ment in the air service than in the 
land or sea forces. With their other | 
work, fliers are doing police duty 
in Formosa, as our Marine Corps 
aviators often do police duty in the 
tropics. 2 

The naval aviation bureau is of- 
fering large prizes to stimulate 
Japanese airplane design. It was 
not many years ago that their planes - 
.were primitive, to say the least. 
Last year, during manoeuvres, each 
unit had its full quota of observa- 
tion, pursuit and bombing planes. 
The machines were built in Japan at 
three airplane factories which are 
located near maiti army concentra- 
tion camps. ‘They include the plants 
of the Mitsubishi Motor Company 
at Nagoya, producing a new type; 
the Aichi Clock and Electric Machin- 
ery Company, Ltd., with a capacity 
of fifty planes a month;*.and the‘ 
Kawasaki Works at Kobe, which is 
now~erecting airplane factories: in 
the Gifu prefecture.

She was not a recluse, though 
in later years a former policeman 
guarded the grounds, but she avoid- 
ed unnecessary contacts. Her inter- 
ests were broad, but she gave her at- 
tention chiefly to her property. 

She was an astute woman, deter- 
mined and vigorous, and reading as 
well as experience had given her a 
knowledge of the law. For years she 
. Was clever enough to make the City 

of New York virtually her banker. 

A thousand times or more lots stand- 

ing in her name were advertised for 

sale for delinquent taxes, but always 
she retrieved them at the last mo- 
ment. It was a profitable system,

If you have @ full-length ‘play. you-can 
build @ good situation: In a vaudeville 
play if you get a good situation you've 
got to cut it to thebone,

Scenario Writers Must Find Theme 





NLY a small proportion of the work 
QO of the thousands of persons writ- 
ing scenarios throughout the 
United States ever reaches the screen. 
‘The principal reason tor the rejection of 
their efforts is because the stories. lack 
‘™ theme. And a theme is that which is 
_ first sought by the experienced scenario 
reader or the individual responsible for 
buying the scenario or the adaptation of 
@ book. A. really good theme runs 
; through a. scenario like.a delicate 
' ad; it helps the director in making 
the picture, and'to some extent itis the 
‘ ground for inspiring actors and ac- 
tresses in their ~work. 
June Mathis, the editorial director for 
Goldwyn, possibly the most successful 
' woman in this end of motion-picture 
; Svork, who ‘was responsible for the ex- 
. cellent adaptation of ‘‘ The Four Horse- 
amen of the Apocalypse,” in a special 
telegram to THe NEw YorE Times ad- 
, Wises writers to search for the theme in 
their story before they begin writing a 
gcenario. “No story that did not pos- 


fess a. theme. has..eveg really lived,” 
gays Miss Mathis. 2 jonally one 
may make money and perhaps be popu- 


lar for a time, but in the end it dies. 
“It has been my experience in going 
thoroughly. through. a great. movel or a 
successful play: that it is of great im- 
portance to find as. many people as pos- 
sible who have read the story or the 
play and ascertain. from them the most 
atriking * featurés of ‘the work: Quite 
often I have picked out something that 
appealed to.me.as being. wonderfully 
dramatic, but which has-not made: the 
game impression: upon other readers. ° 
**I go about this part -of; the work 
very- carefully, noting down ‘each ‘point 
arid the numiber of persons in-favor of 
it; and I find that I want at least seven- 
tenths of opinions to. be in favor. of cer- 
tain situations before I set ‘them ‘down 
ds the dramatic points of the scenario. 
Then I start constructing the story or 
aketching- in the high lights, which are 
gradually filled in, of course, to make 
the sequence logical. 
“Jt has always been my purpose’ to 
. wngye the casting and production as near 


as possible to what the author of the 
book would want. The pages of the 
book seem to open slowly, and gradually 
one after another the true types of 
characters step out. Even in suggesting 
the types of the actors and actresses to 
be cast for the production I - find _out 
fr6m others who have read the book 
what they imagine the characters to be 
like, and I get as near the majority of 
opinions as- possible. 

“‘I began scehario writing because’ I 
was so keenly disappointed when I went 
to see. moving pictures, It made me 
writhe to see a picturized version of a 
great novel so twisted and changed that 
few readers would have recognized the 
worx of the author. /To me ‘it -was al- 
most like taking the cover of a book 
and producing any old story that would 
fit in it. I thought that even the pic- 
turized versions of plays were so altered 
that the big climaxes were entirely for- 
gotten. I wanted so ‘much to see in the 
pictures -what I -had-read or what I had 
seen on the stage—that is, as near to 
it as possible. 

** Hence I began. to guertenink: and 
with the natural conceit’ of an amateur 
I thought that it would not be very dif- 
ficult to do better than the work I had 
seen on the screen. : 

‘In the beginning I did not have an 
easy timre. I found myself working per- 
haps with a director who had been in 
the business .for some <time,. who had 
sét ideas, which, of course, did not coin- 
eide with. mine... He did- not see eye to 
eye: with me, and wanted my scenario 
changed, saying that-my continuity was 
all rigbt for a story but that-it was not 
feasible for hie production’ .And if-a 
director does not want to make a pro- 
duction in a particular ‘way, he needs 
a-healthy guard to. force him:.<As some 
directors: didnot change their opinions 
T had to change mine. But gradually I 
began -to get’ my own way-so far as the 
story was concerned, and’I.think I can 
claim. that directors. found that adher- 
ence’ fp‘ a good, smooth scenario was 
easier for them than trying. to do it 
some other way. Personally 1 feel that 
when I am adapting a book or a play I 
am only. a servant of the author.”" -
